THE GEORGIA RAILROADS. 

Mr. Tuggle has hopes of getting through at 
this session the bill to relieve the Central, 
Georgia and West Point railroads, together 
with severat other southern roads, by refund- 
ing to them excess of just prices paid to the 
government for rolling stock just after the 
war. The equity of the claim is generally 
admitted. Tue Western and Atlantic rail- 
road has already enjoyed the benefits of the 
relief now asked for the other roads and re- 
ceived therefor about $190,000. The bill re- 
imbursing the Creek orphan fund to the 
amount of $251,000 having passed the senate, 
it is too late to hope for its regular process 
through the house. The only chance Is to 
have it tacked on to the sundry appropria- 
tions in the senate, end that may be done.

Yeart—Ortmes aad Accidents.

CotompBia, June 12.—Between one and two 
o'clock this morning. a young negro man 
named John Je@hnston, was en from the 
Rock bill jail and hung by a band of armed 
an@ disguised men.

the town eating plums from the bushes, she 
was Outraged in the most cruei manner by 
Jebnston. He was arrested last night and 
lodged in jail. At first he yehemently denied 
his guilt, but subseqnently made a free and 
full confession. The lynching was conducted 
in the most orderly way, and is. universally 
commended. 

St. Louis, June 12.—The tynching of the 
three negroes, Vineyard, Robimson and King, 
at Lawrence, Ks., early Saturday morning, 
was beeause from their owu confession and 
the testimeny given at che examination it 
was conclusively shown that they were the 
muaderers of David Dansman, whose dead 
body was found in the Kansas river ten days 
ago, Dansmam had just arrived from Brook- 
ville, O., and intended to settle near Law- 
rence, where he had two brothers living. He 
had considerable money, which fact the ne- 
groes discovered, and with the aid of a negro 
girl, daughter of Vinevard, eaticed him down

New York, June 12.—A large number of the 
employes of Farmer, Little & Co., and Con- 
nor’s type foundries, struck to-day for an ad- 
vance of I5 per cent in wages.. The demand 
has not been conceded as yet. 

CLEVELAND, O., June 12.—The Cleveland 
rolling mill company is to-day working. The 
wire, railand Blooming mills and Siemen’s 
& Martins’s steel works, are running on the 
half turn, with a Jarger force of men than at 
any time since the lockout, The strikers 
walk aboutin groups butare orderly. The 
officers of the rolling mill company say they 
are prepared to meet and promptly suppress 
any riot. 

PirrspurG, June 12.—The situation in the 
iron trade remains unchanged. 

CrincINNATI, June 12.—The iron mills in 
this city, Covington, Newport and Auroraare 
allunder headway to-day under the agree- 
ment made on Saturday. 


THE CAUCUS CRITICIZED. 


Theld al Commissioner Only to Ke Found in the Poor 
House or Penitentiary. 

Nrew OrveEans, June 12.—The Picayune 
strongly criticizes the opposition of the demo- 
ciatic senators tothe confirmation of Kenner 
and others as tariff commissioners on the 
ground that they are interested in a business 
which will be affected by the tariff. It asks: 
“W hois there in thecountry not directly ai- 
fec. in the tarift,’’ and concludes its articles 
as «lows: ‘*Tobe Jogical, the Delaware sena- 
tor and his adherents would select a 
tariff commission of men. disconnected 
with agriculture, manufactures, commerce 
and exchange, fereign and inland, and al! 
persons selling, d using or buying goods, the 
price of which is affected by the tariff. It 
will thus be seen that consistent and severe 
logic indicates to the democratic caucus 
either the poor houses of the country or its 
penitentiaries as the only localities where 
the ideal tariff commissioner could have been 
found by the president.

THE ARMY BILL 


OSCILLATING BETWEEN HOUSE 
AND SENATE 


Regarding Iron-Clad Osths in the Public Service— 
Dhe Tarif Commission C iderati The Dis- 
trict of Columbia Business— The Japanese 
Indemai.y Bill—News in General, 


Wasnixeron, June 12.—In the senate, Mr. 
Garland, from the judiciary committee, re- 
ported as a substitute for the bill for the re- 
lief of A.Sydney Tebbs,and similar tneasures, 
an original bill amending section 1218 of the 
revised statues in reference to the disqualifi- 


cation of persons from appointment to any 
position in the army of the United States and 
for other purposes. The bill was read at the 
elerk’s desk. It amends the section to read: 

No person who held a commission in the army or 
navy of the United Stutes at the beginning of the 
late rebellion, or resigned his place and after- 
wards served in any capacity in the military, naval 
or civil service of the so called Confederate States, 
or of either of the states in insurrection during 
the reb. lion, shall be appointed to any§position in 
the army of the United States. 

Section 2. That section 1756 of the revised statues 
be and the same is hereby repealed, andj hereafter 
the outh te be taken by any person elected 
or appointed to office of honor or profit either in 
the civil, military er naval service, except the pres, 
ident of the United States, shall be as prescribed in 
section 1757 of the revised statutes, but this repeal 
is not to affect the oaths prescribed in existing 
statutes representing the special or subordinate 


ofticers and employes. 

Section 3. Tbat section 829 of the revised statutes, 
im posing certain disqualifications upon grand and 
petit jurors of the United States and section 821 of 
the revised statutes prescribiug an oath for grand 
aud petit jurors in courts of the United States be, 


aud the same are hereby repealed. 
THE TARIFF COMMISSIONERS. 


Mr. Garland reported favorably, with 
the senate bill to atfaci the parishes of Bt. 
Mary and Iberia to the western district ol 
Louisiana. 3 

Upon the completion of routine business at 
12:50, Mr. Van Wyck moved the cons}dera- 
tion of his resolution suspending rule 66, s0 
that action may be had upon the confirmation 
or rejection of the tariff commissioners with 
open doors, instead of executive session under 
the rules. This resolution was considered 
in secret session. The senate remained in 
session about forty minutes. The discussion 
of the resolution was largely colloquial, and 
there were no long speeches. The drift of 
the argument was that the adoption of the 
resolution would bean unwise departure from 
the usages of: the senate, which might lead to 
embarrassing complications in the future, and 
it was accordingly defeated by a vote of 30 
against 16. The result was in no 
sense, however, a test of the sentiment 
of the senate in regard to the _ merits 
of the nominations, for a number 
of senators who are openly opposed to their 
confirmation voted against the resolution on 
the grounds above indicated, At 1:50 legisla- 
tive business was resumed, and the senate, 
under the Anthony rule, took up Mr. Brown's 
resolution to provide a clerk for each senator 
not already supplied with one as chairman of 
a committee. Mr. Brown submitted a sub- 
stitute authorizing each senator to employ a 
elerk.at $1,200 per annum to be paid out of 
the senate contingent fund, and argued 
in support of © his substitute. The 
resolution finally went over, and the senate 
resumed consideration of the Japanese in- 
demnity bill, the question being upon Mr. 
Morriliis amendment to pay back. in legal 
coin the exact sum?received from the Japanese 
governinect, nuimely $785,000. After a dis- 
cussion, in which Mr. Morrill and Mr. Plumb 
favored it, and Mr. Morgan and Mr. Cali op- 
posed it, the amendment prevailed—yeus 3, 
nays 20, The further debate on the bill occu- 
pied the remainder of the day’s session, and 
in its course considerable heat was shown 
by Mr. Morgan and Mr. Ingalls, 
Mr. Morgan described some of 
Mr. Ingalls’s statements as “historically 
untrue,’’ and Mr. Ingalls replied that there 
was but one orator that could fairly answer 
any statement Morgan might make, and that 
was the engine in the basementof the capitol, 
which supplies wind to the ventilating ap- 
paratus. The bill finally went over. On mio- 
tion of Mr. Logan the senate insisted on its 
amendments to the army appropriation bill, 
and Messrs. Logan,-Plumb and Ransom, were 
appointed conferees. Adjourned. 

THE ARMY BILL. 

In the hotise, on motion of Mr. Welborn, of 
Texas, a bill was passed for the erection ofa 
public building at Dallas, Texas, at a cost not 
to exceed $175,000. _ 

Mr. Butterworth, of Obio, from the com- 
mittee on appropriations, reported back the 
army. appropriation bill with senate amend- 
ments recommending concurrence in the 
same, and non-concurrence in others of those 
anendments. Among the amendments in 
which non concurrence is recommended, is 
that making the army retirement cowpuisory 
at the age of 64 instead of 62, as provided in 
the bill, as it had passed the house. 

Mr. Reagan, of Texas, moved to concur, 
claiming that it was unjust and detri.uental 
to the service to retire an officer at the age of 
62 regardless of his mental and physical con- 
dition. Mr. Butterworth opposed the senate 
amendment. General Sheriman had said to 
him and others than there was no question 
as to the propriety, fitness and necessity of 
the clause in the house bill. Mr. Met’ook, of 
New York, declared that General Sherman 
had neverstated that the age of 62 was the 
necessary age, and argued in supportof the sen- 
ate amendment. Mr. McLane, of Maryland, 
advocated the amendment, maintaining 
that the house provision would put upon the 
retired list men who were superior to those 
upon the active list. Such was the case in 
the navy at that present time. After further 
debate by Mr. McCook, of New York, in 
favor of concurrence, and by Mr. Burrows, of 
Michigan, and Mr. Robeson, of New Jersey, 
in opposition thereto, the vote was taken and 
the senate amendment was agreed to— 
yeas, 101; mays, 75. Other recommenda- 
tions of the committee on appropriations 
was agreed to without division. After pass 
ing a few important bills the house took up 
the District of Columbia business, and spent 
the remainder of the session in discussing the 
bill, appropriating about one and a half mil- 
lion.dollars to iucrease the water supply of 
the district. Finally the bill was laid over as 
unfinished business for to-morrow. Ad- 
journed.

ITALY’S DEAD CHIEF, 


Memorial Exercises in Kome, Paris, Richmend and 
Cincisnati. 

Rome, June 12.—A demonstration in mem- 
ory of Garibaldi took place yesterday. There 
was an immense procession, in which a large 
number of societies with banners, etc., took 
part. A bust of Garibaldi was borne on a 
car drawn by six white horses. The proces- 
sion left the Piazza del Popola, and passed 
through the Corso and the Forum to the 
Capitol, where the , bust was re- 
ceived by the municipality. An 
enormous crowd” limed the _ streets 
and filled windows, batconies and housetops | 
along the route of the procession. Theentire 
route wasdra in mourning. Solemn cere- 
monies were held at Cirque d’ Hivre, in Paris, 
also. Four thousand persons were present. 
General Turr delivered. an eulogy un Gari- 


baldi. 
CELEBRATED IN THE UNITED STATES. 

New York, June 12.—Tihe Italians of Rich- 
mond had . a most creditable mie- 
morial demonstration, Sunday _ after- 
noon, in honor of Garibaldi, A 
procession, with music and. a_ tastefully 
draped funeral car,{drawn by six white horses 
paraded the principal streets, after which a 
memorial meeting was held at Mozart hall, 
where an imposing monumental catafalque 
had heen erected. The hall was crowded 
with Italians, the local representatives of for- 
eign governments, city and state efficials, 
jadges of court, and many other promi- 
nent citizens, including a large 
number of ladies. Appropriate addresses 
were made by Mayor Carrington, Colonel J. C. 
Browning, secretary ot Governor Cameron, 
who responded for his excellency in the lat- 
ter’s absence; Captain Tazewell Ellett,on part 
of the military of the city, and several Italian 
orators. The catafalque was constructed in 
the form of an immense marble monument, 
and was draped and decorated with flags, 
mourning insignia, evergreens, and arms. 
The interior and street front of the 
building were also draped in mourning, 
Delegates of Italians from Norfolk, Lynch- 
burg and Petersburg participated in the de- 
monstration. The Italian residents of Cin- 
cinnati also held memorial exercises, at whicb 
orations in English were delivered by, Dr. 
Loew, of Cleveland; Judge M. F. Force: and 
Joseph Cox, of this city, and in Italian by 
Dr. Kavegli. Despite the rain the funeral 
cortage passed through the streets. in 
which was a funeral car coitaininga column, 
beside which stood a young woman, repre- 
senting Italy, with other living figures repre- 
senting Garibaldi’s career. This was escorted 
by pall bearers and a procession composed of 
the Veterans guard of the first regiment of 
O. M., the French society and the Italian 
society. 


IN NEW YORK CITY. 
Specia] Dispatch to The Constitution. 

New York, June 12.—The memorial servi- 
ces were held to-day at Clifton in honor of 
Garibaldi. The Legione., Garibaldi, the 
Societe Mazzim and the Societe Operare, with 
delegates from ot’er societies, and a number 
of prominent Italians came from New York, 
and marched in a_ procession to. the 
old house where Garibaldi once 
Jived, and which is now occupied by Mencci, 
his former partner in the candle-making 
business.

There were 
addresses by General Bassi, Captain F. Bach- 
man, who owns the house above spoken of, 
David Papa, ex-Supervisor G. C. Deane, Mr. 
Ranoud and others. Captain Bachman pre- 
sented the house and ground attached to it to 
the [talian colony, the only condition being 
that Meneci should be allowed to occupy 
the premises during his _ life. The 
societies in return presented an elegant Ital- 
ian flag to Captain Bachman, after which 
Messrs. C. Barsotte, B. Palidaz, editor of the 
Progresso Italio Americana, and A. Lazair 
spoke. The Italians who were present were 
greatly delighted by Captain Bachman’s ac- 
tion. 


Death of John Scott Kussell, 
LONDON, June 12. —John -cott Russell is dead. 
He was born in the Vale of Clyde in 1808, and was 
educated in the Scotch universities. He was an en- 


gineer, and in 1832 became a lecturer in natural 
philosophy in the university of Edinburgh. He 
claimed the discovery of the “wave principle’’ in 
the construction of snips. For many ye as he was 
manager of one ef the largest ship buffing and 
engineering establishments in Scotland, and in 
1844 he went to London, where he constructed —— 
for the East India company. He wrote two works 
on naval and scientific subjects. The Great East- 
ern was built under his superintendence. He ini- 
tiated the transport of railway trains across the 
sea, and constructed the largest vaulted dome in 
the world.

Mexieo Repeals the Silver Expert Duty. 
WASHINGTON, June 12.—The Mexican minister 
has received official information from the depart- 
ment of state of Mexico to the effect that the Mexi- 


can congress has repealed the export duty on silver 
coin and silver bullion, which has been in exist- 
ence since the Spanish rule, and which was one of 
the principal drawbacks to the developm=«nt of the 
mining industries of that country. Among the 
several reasons Which determined the Mexican con- 
gress to repeal that duty is the wish to encourage 
the investment of American capital in Mexican 
mines. The act takes effect on the ist of November. 


Rain and Fire. 

Denver, June 12.—A heavy rain storm, accompa- 
nied by water spouts, passed over this city and 
Vicinity last night, doing great damage. Several 
houses near Platt river were swept away. Two 
Germans and three children were drowned 
ia the ruins of the houses which sheltered them at 
Golden City.

EMBRUED IN BLOOD. 


A TERRIBLE RIOT IN THE EGYP- 
TIAN ALEXANDRIA. 


The Natives Take Possession of the Streets and In- 
augurate a Massacre of the Earopeans— Foreign 
Cotisuls Beaten, s British Naval Officer 
Killed and Other Massacres, Etc. 


Loxpo®, June 12.—A serious riot broke out 
on Sunday, in Alexandria, between the hos- 
tile natives and the Europeans, during which 
several persons were killed and wounded and 
a number of houses destroyed. The police at 
first remained inactive. Ata later hour riot- 
ous demonstrations’ took place before the 


consulate, to which several of 
those who had been mortally wounded 
at the outbreak of the riot 
were conveyed. The disturbances 
continued some time before the s#uthorities 
took any steps to suppress them. The KEng- 
lish consul was severely hurt, receiving & 
gun shot wound. The engineer of the Brit- 
ish nan of war Superb was killed. The dis- 
turbanees continued five hours, when 
a body of the military appeared and dispersed 
the rioters. A dispatch last night from Alex- 
andria says that the ‘‘Greek consyl and the 
Italian vice-consul were also severely wound: 
ed. The British man of war Superb 
will arrive in port during the night and wil 
land 200 men to protect the British consi.vte. 
Boats will be sent to take on board all British 
subjects who desire to leave Alexandrie. It 
is estimated that twenty persons were kille], 
but the exact particulars are as yet unob- 
tainable.””’ The News’ Alexandria cCispatch 
says: ‘“‘The Rue des Soeurs, iniabited 
chiefly by  Eurupeans, was  complete- 
ly wrecked. The Europeans fired 
from their windows, killing many 
Arabs. The latter made terrible havoc among 
the Europeans in the street. The British 
consul was dragged from his carriage and 
beaten. Dervisch Pasha and Arabi Pasha 
have left Cairo for Alexandria. The Times 
correspondent at Alexandria, states that the 
engineer of the British man of war ‘‘Superb’”’ 
was- stabbed to death. The captain of the 
British ironclad, Invincible, is in charge 
of the British consulate. A _ dispatch 
from Alexandria to the Reuters telegram 
company says the report of the murder ot the 
engineer of the British man of war Superb is 
not generally credited. Patrols on the streets 
have been doubled. The correspondent of 
Reuters Telegram company at Cairo telegraphs 
that at a meeting of the military leaders 
it was decided to petition the khedive to ab- 
dicate. It was declared that if he did not he 
would be massacred, It is rumored that the 
cavalry and artillery will not join any con- 
spiracy against the khedive. 
THE ORIGIN OF THE RIOT. 

Advices from Alexandria late last night 
state that the disturbances commenced 
simultaneously at three difterent points. The 
object of the rioters in a great measure appears 
to have been pillage, in which Levantines as 
well as Arabs are participating. A regiment 
of cavalry and a regiment of infantry has 
been ordered to reiniorce the garrison. A 
telegram published in the London 
official report of the riot in 
Alexandria gives the number of Europe- 
ans killed at 67. Arabi Pasha and Mah- 
mound Pasha Sami had separate interviews 
with Dervisch Pasha yesterday. The resuit 
of the interviews is not known, but,it is gen- 
erally believed that they submit to Dervisch 
Pasha’s views. Running into Monday morn. 
ing great excitement continues, and all the 
shops are closed.

EXPLAINED IN THE COMMONS. 

In the house of commons to-day Sir Charles 
Dilke, under foreign secretary, read a tel- 
egram from Alexandria, stating that the vice 
consul is convalescent and thatthe riots were 
of a political character. Dispatches from 
Alexand:ia, dated 2 o’clock this afternoon, 
say that the town is quiet. Telegrams from 
Constantinople and from Sir Edward 
Malet consul general at Alexandria, are 
reassuring, regarding the safety of the 
khedive. The following report of the riot 
has been received from Alexandria: Mr. Cock- 
son, the English consul, says when he was 
proceeding from the great square to the gov- 
ernor’s residence, he saw two Europeans, re- 
spestably dressed and apparently naval offi- 
cers in plain clothes, knocked down, anda 
Greek was shot and killed by a soldier 
five yards from Cockson’s carriage, 
and others who were even closer 
were knocked down and stabbed. A soldier 
cut at Consul Kavass with asword. The car- 
riage of the Greek consul was stopped bya 
number of soldiers, and the occupants were 
dragged out. The consul was severely beaten. 
Mr. Cockson escaped such severe maltreat- 
ment by his coachmag Jashing the horses, but 
he was struck on the head and one of his 
arms was broken. The Italian consul was 
wounded by astone. The wife of the Aus- 
trian consul general was attacked and insult- 
ed. Accounts of the origin of the riot 
are conflicting. The admiralty hace 
received dispatches confirming the 
report of the murder of the 
engineer of the British war steamer Superb. 
The fighting, except the deliberate attack 
upon the consuls when proceeding to the res- 
idence of the governor, seems to have been 
confined to Arabs and Levantines. No Eng- 
lish resident is reported to have been wound- 
ed. The fimes correspondent at Cairo says: 
The responsibility for the riot rests upon 
Arabi Pasha. Dervisch Pasha had summon- 
ed him to resign and there seemed to be no 
alternative but submission or defiance. but 
since the rioi broke ont Dervisch Pasha bas 
had to appeal to Arabi Pasha as command- 
ing the only availavle furce to restore order. 

In the house of lords this afternoon Lord 
Granville, foreign secretary, stated that Ad- 
miral Seymour was empowered to land suail- 
ors at Alexandria if necessary. 
special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

Paris, June 12.—In the chamber of depn- 
ties to-day M. deFreycinet stated that the 
French consul at Alexandria had been threat- 
ened, and that the government would not 
fail to adopt measures necessary to secure 
the safety of French subjects. Several 
newspapers here state that France and 
England have sent a note to the porte and the 
powers urging the immediate meeting of 
the conference. It is reported that the Eu- 
ropean colonies in Egypt have appealed to 
their respective governments to. send squad- 
rons for their protection.

Rome June 12.—In the chamber of deputies 
to-day Signor Mancini, minister of foreign 
affairs, stated thatat the beginning of the 
troubles in Egypt, an Italian iron-clad was 
sent to Port Said, and that another was pre- 
pared to seil for Egyptian waters at a 
moment's notice. The government’s policy, 
he said, was to absolutely refuse assent to 
armed intervention on the part of certain 
powers, to favor a meeting of the conference.

the lesser evil.

Picking, Packing and Pulling Peaches in the Great 
Orchards. 
Special Correspondence ot The Constitution. 


Griffin, June 12.—Cunningham’s “great 
united monster’ orchard is _ fairly 
ablaze with fruit. Peaches to the 
right of you, peaches to the left of you, 
peaches any and everywhere, but onward 
march the brave 300 picking, pecking, palling 
peaches (perhaps). ust such another sight 
was never before seen in this or any other 
countrys Think of it; 60,000 bearing peach 
trees alone, to say nothing of the thousands of 
other kinds of fruit trees. It is actually a 
treat to see this mammoth enterprise. 
I don’t think Mr. C. will be able to market 
his fruit as fast as it ripens. In fact I know 
he wont, for hundreds of bushels of delicious 
veaches have been cast off in different heaps 
ie the packers as too ripe forshipment. The 
demand for green fruit north, east and west 
is steady, but at lower prices than a week or 
so ago, and if returns continues in the same 
proportion lower, it would be more profitable 
to set a number of evaporators to work which 
would, beyond a doubt, insure a handsome 
profit above all expenses. Shipments by ex- 
yress have arrived in better order than those 
a freight, but the express charges are what 
lay havoc with the profits. Fruit that will 
crime fancy prices do very well to go by ex- 
press, but when the markets are glutted and 
rices nominal, there isn’t any money in it. 
Mr. C. will start two refrigerator cars from 
“the Hill’? to morrow or next day for New 
York. These cars will each have an attend- 
ant and will doubtless put the peaches 
through in fine condition. Of this arrival 
and sale I will have more to say _ hereafter. 
Mr. Cunningham is not stingy at all with his 
peaches. Persons riding out to the orchard 
to see the sights are always invited to belp 
themselves and then carry about a_ bushel 
home. Oneday last week the number of 
hands reached as high as 450; nice little 
crowd to tackle a pay roll Saturday evening. 
About 200 bands have since been discharged, 
as facilities for shipment were not equal to 
the quantity of fruit this enormous number 
could put in shipshape.

In “1865, nO town in the state presented a 
more despairing picture, or wa8 more severely 
dealt with by the war than Marietta. Being 


the scene of conflict for nearly two months 
everything was taxed to the utmost. Every 
manufacturing establishment and ptblic 
building, four-fifths of the store houses, anda 
majority of the best residences were leveled 
to the ground by Sherman’s torch. 
The 14th of November, 1864, was 
the date of this sickening scene, 
and to the handful of citizens who dared to 
linger the prospect was discouraging and the 
picture a gloomy one. Let us compare the 
date with to-day, and although the progress 
seemed slow it has come at last, and is, there- 
fore, the more permanent. Our manufactur- 
ing industries,the bone and sinew of progress, 
will compare favorably with any city of our 
population in the south. 

Brumby & Bro., chair manufacturers, have 
in the past twelve months manufactured 
and sold over 9,000 dozen chairs 
of forty-four different styles and patterns. 
besides a large amount of planing, molding 
turning and scroll work. Their factory was 
burned three years ago, only a few months 
after being in operation, and was immediately 
rebuilt; but is now being enlarged with new 
boiler and other machinery to increase their 
capacity to meet the growing demand of their 
trade. The Kennesaw milis company, far 
and favorably known for their brands of flour, 
are completely changing their entire mill; 
having adopted the roller system and increas- 
ing their capacity from 300 to 490 barrels per 
day. 

The system of making flour with rolls is 
no longer an experiment but is ia success- 
ful operation all through the north and west. 
They are also putting in their new warehouse 
a Jarge elevator with &@ capacity of 1,000 
bushe's per hour for the complete hand- 
ling of their grain. The change and improve- 
ments will necessitate an outlay of $10,0000r 
$12,000. Glover & Bro’s. shoe factory and tan- 
nery have a capacity for 200 pairs shoes per 
day, of twelve hours, and is the only factory 
in the south where shoes are manufac ured 
by machinery. They have a large sale for 
their goods. Cleveland & McClatchey have 
just started the manufacture ‘of all kinds of 
handles and fancy turning, which will no 
doubt prove a paying enterprise. A. Howell 
& Son ure making considerable additions to 
their flour and grist mill of improved machin- 
ery Reid & Gramhng, carriage and wagon 
makers, and J. W. Henderson & Co., pianing 
mills, are doing a good business. The Marietta 
and North Georgia railroad, which terminates 
here, are laying their track at the rate of one- 
half of a mile per day, and it traverses the 
richest mineratand best timbered land in the 
state. Their shops ang offices will be located 
here. The Marietta paper mill, near town, 
is doubling its capacity and making other im- 
provements. The advantage of our water and 
climate and good society is best proyen by 
the large number of visitors both summer and 
winter, who come from both south and north. 
Building and all other improvements were 
never on such a boom since the War. Vacant 
lots are eagerly sought for aud an empty 
house cannot be found. 

The question of a cotton factory has lately 

been considerably agitated, and meets with 
favorable encouragement from all our mer- 
chants and citizens, who would gladly sub- 
scribe liberally to such’ an enterprise gotten 
up on asound basis. No section offers such 
inducements for manufacturing, and all that 
is lacking is some energetic men t0 take the 
lead, and the necessary capital to start 5,000 
or even 1,000 spindles, would be forthcoming. 
Monthly commutation tickets to Atlanta have 
been placed on sule at the low price of $7.50 
per month, which will be agreat convenience 
to parties lining here and doing business in 
Atlanta. 
With a rapidly increasing population and 
our natural advantages and enterprises, some 
of which are set forth above, our city is cer- 
tainly destined to occupy her position among 
the manufacturing, and therefore prosperous, 
cities of the state. The next census will not 
only show a large increase in-our population, 
butin the number and extent of cat en' er- 
prises, and the ontiook for our future is cer- 
tainly in strong comparison with the date of 
eighteen years ago.

The chief of police’s report was a well digested 
resume of police masters for the month. It showed 
that 406 city cases had been made durin 
the month; that 99 had been Giiunteaed 
and that seven had been continued 
The report showed that the amount of fines im- 
posed are the month was $1,831: that $1.034.10 
was Collected ; that $46.75 was remitted by his honor 
the mayor; that $12 5v was lost by escapes and that 
$737.40 was worked out and was being worked out 
on the streets.

Captain Aldrg ie “id not think that Mrs. Culpep- 
per knew anything about the arrest. 

Mr. Smith repeated his former statement and 
asked Captain Aldridge: ‘‘Do you mean to say I 
have made a false statement?’ : 

“NO, 1 did not say so,’’ replied the captain. “I 
said J did not think Mrs. Culpepper knew anything 
about the arrest.’’ : ;

A DEAD POLICEMAN. 


Officer Weayer Dies After Many Days of Suffering. 
At 10 o’clock Sunday morning Officer Wea- 
ver, of the Atlanta rpolice force, died at his 
residence, on Hayne street, his death being 
the result of injuries received in Jumping off 
a street car on the 17th day of last March.
